Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Annual  Report  1953 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Health 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Hazel  Grove  and  Bramhall  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1953° 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  are  set  out  in  Section  'A'. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Live  Births  from  236  to  240  and  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  Deaths  from  246  to  236.  Of  this  total,  119 
were  aged  71  years  and  over.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that 
for  the  seventh  consecutive  year  there  was  no  death  attributed  to 
childbirth.  There  were  five  deaths  in  infants  under  twelve  months  of 
age  as  compared  with  three  in  1952°  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of 
20.83  per  1000  Live  Births  is  much  lower  than  the  National  Rate  of  26.8 
per  1000  Live  Births  - itself  a new  low  record.  There  were  5 Stillbirths, 
giving  a Stillbirth  Rate  of  0.25  per  1000  population  - the  comparable 
National  Rate  being  0.35° 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  serious  infectious  disease  during 
the  year,  but  in  the  early  months  there  was  a largo  number  of  measles 
cases.  Notifications  of  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough  were  both  less 
than  in  the  previous  year.  Six  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  - these 
were  all  connected  with  one  outbreak,  to  which  reference  is  made  in  Section 
'P'.  There  were  no  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  during  the  year.  Five 
new  cases  of  tuberculosis  (all  pulmonary)  were  notified. 

During  the  year,  7 6 samples  of  Milk  retailed  in  the  District 
were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  for  examination.  32  of  these  were  examined 
for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli,  two  being  positive.  The  action  required 
to  eliminate  the  danger  from  these  infected  milks  was  immediately  taken.  In 
one  of  them  it  was  necessary  to  serve  a notice,  under  Article  20  of  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949 > requiring  all  the  affected  milk  to  be 
pasteurised  before  sale. 
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Important  new  legislation  on  Housing  is  foreshadowed  in 
Government  Circulars  published  during  the  year.  The  Government's 
Housing  Policy  is  (a)  to  begin  again  the  work  of  slum  clearance^ 

(b)  to  facilitate  the  repair  of  houses  which  are  in  reasonably  good 
condition  and  to  prevent  their  deterioration  and  (c)  to  encourage 
the  improvement  of  suitable  property?  thus  prolonging  its  useful  life. 
The  carrying  out  of  this  programme  will  inevitably  involve  the  Health 
Department  in  a considerable  amount  of  extra  work  and  will  necessitate 
a complete  survey  of  the  District.  It  is  essential  that  it  should  be 
carried  out  thoroughly  if  we  are  to  gain  the  full  benefit  to  health 
and  well-being.  Attention  is  also  drawn  to  Section  ’ P ' of  the 
Report  where  mention  is  made  of  the  increased  amount  of  work  which 
the  Council's  Inspectors  will  be  called  upon  to  do  in  connection  with 
Meat  Inspection  from  July?  1954*  Prom  this  date  onwards  the 
Inspectors  will  be  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  all  meat 
slaughtered  at  the  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  District? 
in  addition  to  their  heavy  duties  at  the  Bacon  Factory. 

Sections  'D'  to  'H'  of  my  Report?  which  deal  with  the  duties 
normally  undertaken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors?  have  been  prepared  by 
Mr.  H.  Peacock?  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector?  to  whom  I am  indebted 
for  his  help  in  this  respect. 

In  conclusion?  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  and  Health  Committee  and  the  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  valuable  help  so  readily  given  to  me  throughout  the 
year.

The  Urban  District  is  served  from  the  Works  of  the  Stockport 
Corporation  Water  Undertaking, 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo- solvent 
action,  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical 
filtration  plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has  been  satisfactory 
(a)  in  quality  and  (b)  in  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and 
weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being 
satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and 
treated  water  going  into  supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results.

**  When  the  Deposit  Gauge  was  collected  on  31st  May,  1953,  it  was 
obvious  that  some  irresponsible  person  had  thrown  extraneous  matter  into 
the  gauge,  which  would  account  for  this  high  figure. 

During  the  year,  one  horizontal  Lancashire  Boiler  was  removed  from 
a Factory  in  the  Urban  District  and  a new  Boiler  installed,  fitted  with 
underfeed  stoker.  The  improvement  in  this  instance  was  remarkable. 

Sixty  observations  on  Factory  Stacks  were  recorded  during  the  year. 


( v i i ) Moveable  Dwellings , 

The  question  of  caravans  being  used  as  dwellings  is  not  causing 
any  serious  concern  in  the  Urban  District, 
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( vi i i ) Rodent  Control , 

The  Council  employs  one  Rodent  Operative,  who  made  1961  visits  and 
inspections  during  the  year 5 in  addition,  209  visits  and  inspections 
were  made  "by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors..  All  types  of  properties  have 
been  inspected  during  the  year,  and  treatments  carried  out  where 
infestations  were  discovered.  The  Council's  Refuse  Tips,  Sewage  Works 
and  Depots  were  periodically  treated,  and  the  treatment  of  Sewers  in 
the  Urban  District  was  again  carried  out,  all  with  good  results. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  entered  into  Agreements  with  the 
occupiers  of  seven  business  premises,  providing  for  a regular  Rodent 
Control  Service  at  an  agreed  charge  per  quarter,  but  in  accordance  with 
the  advice  of  the  Infestation  Control  Division  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  these  Agreements  were  not  renewed  on 
termination,  and  the  firms  concerned  were  offered  the  normal  facilities 
available  for  any  future  infestations,  charged  on  a day-to-day  basis. 
This  arrangement  has  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily.

retailing  of  undesignated  raw  milk  in  the  Urban  District  ceased  as  from 
1st  January,  1954 « Accredited  Milk  may  be  retailed  under  Licence  up  to 
and  including  30th  September,  1954?  but  thereafter  the  only  milk  permitted 
to  be  sold  in  the  Urban  District  under  Licence  will  be  Tuberculin-Tested 
(Pasteurised),  Tuberculin-Tested,  Pasteurised  and  Sterilised. 


3 ° Meat  Inspection. 

Meat  Inspection  at  the  Bacon  Factory  at  High  Lane  and  in  shops  has 
again  taken  up  a good  deal  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors'  time,  and  I would 
personally  thank  the  Inspectors  for  the  vigilance  they  have  exercised  in 
this  all-important  work. 
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The  number  of  pigs  slaughtered  at  the  Bacon  Factory  now 
exceeds  300  per  day,  and  in  order  to  maintain  100%  inspection  of 
carcases  it  is  necessary  for  both  Inspectors  to  be  engaged  on 
inspection  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  This  in  effect  means  that 
50%  of  each  Inspector's  working  hours  is  spent  on  duties  at  the 
Bacon  Factory. 

Coinciding  with  the  de-rationing  of  meat  in  July,  1954?  certain 
private  slaughterhouses  which  have  been  closed  since  1940  will 
again  be  brought  into  use.  This  will  entail  the  inspection  of  the 
carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  therein,  and  may  well  mean  that 
practically  the  whole  working  time  of  the  Council's  two  District 
Sanitary  Inspectors  will  be  taken  up  with  Meat  and  Other  Foods 
Inspection,  leaving  little  or  no  time  for  other  duties.

The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  at  4*669^  of  the  total  number  of 
pigs  slaughtered,  although  lower  than  the  two  previous  years' 
figures  of  5*6$  and  8.2%  respectively,  indicates  that  there  is  still 
scope  for  great  improvement  in  the  feeding,  breeding  and  management 
of  pigs  before  they  reach  the  slaughterhouse.  In  this  direction,  I 
would  emphasise  the  importance  of  the  practice  carried  out  by  the 
Department  in  notifying  all  cases  of  high  incidence  of  Tuberculosis 
in  pigs  accepted  at  the  Bacon  Factory  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  (Bacon 
and  Ham  Division),  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  (Animal 
Health  Division)  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  District  from 
which  the  pigs  were  consigned.

(b)  Inspection  of  Food  Premises.  All  food  premises  were 
inspected  during  the  year,  the  number  of  inspections  of  each  type  being 
recorded  under  paragraph  (i)  of  Section  'D'. 

Forty  Informal  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of  contraventions  of 
the  Shops  Acts,  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  and  the  Council's  Bye-Laws  with 
respect  to  the  Sale,  Handling,  etc.  of  Food,  of  which  28  were  complied 
with  during  the  year,  the  remainder  being  in  hand  or  otherwise  receiving 
the  attention  of  the  Health  Department  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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The  practice  of  taking  swabs  from  cups,  plates,  knives,  forks, 
bacon  cutting  machines  and  other  utensils  and  implements  has  been 
continued  during  the  year.  The  results  obtained  from  the 

Laboratory  were  very  good.  This  work  is  proving  well  worth  while, 

and  is  one  way  in  which  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  shop  managers, 
food  assistants  and  canteen  workers  the  value  of  sterilisation  as 
a means  of  minimising  the  risk  of  food  poisoning. 


As  in  previous  years,  Licensed  Premises  have  been  regularly 
visited  and  a careful  watch  kept  on  arrangements  for  sterilisation 
of  glasses  and  other  utensils.  The  sanitary  accommodation 
generally  is  maintained  in  satisfactory  condition  and  all  urinals 
have  approved  flushing  apparatus. 


(c)  Condemnation  of  Unsound  Food.  In  addition  to  the  unsound 
meat  condemned  at  the  Bacon  Factory  referred  to  in  (3)  above,  the

All  condemned  food,  other  than  meat  and  offals,  is  disposed  of  by 
tipping  on  the  Council's  Refuse  Tip.  There  need  be  no  apprehension  on 
the  part  of  the  general  public  as  to  this  means  of  disposal  of  unsound 
foodstuffs,  as  all  tins  are  punctured  and  the  foods  are  buried  at  a

(d)  Food  Poisoning.  One  outbreak  of  Food  Poisoning  was  investigated 

during  the  year,  affecting  six  persons  in  two  related  families.

(d)  Food  Poisoning  (contd.) 


Investigation  showed  that  the  outbreak  was  due  to  staphylococcal 
toxin,  affecting  a tin  of  meat.  It  would  appear  that  in  this 
instance  the  meat  became  infected  as  a result  of  damage  to  the  tin  some 
time  before  its  use.

One  of  the  non-standard  milks  concerned  the  sale  by  a retailer  of 
a bottle  of  Tuberculin-Tested  Milk  which  was  certified  as  containing  7»1 
per  cent  of  extraneous  water.  A corresponding  "appeal  to  cow"  sample  was 
taken  at  the  farm  and  found  to  be  genuine.  Consequently , legal  proceedings 
were  instituted  against  the  retailer  and  he  was  fined  10/-  and  ordered  to 
pay  £6.  6.  0.  costs. 

The  other  sample,  also  from  a retailer,  was  a bottle  of  Channel 
Islands  Milk  which  was  found  to  contain  only  3*84  per  cent  of  fat  instead 
of  the  4 Per  cent  fixed  under  a Ministry  of  Food  Order.  Full  particulars 
of  this  sample  were  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  in  accordance  with 
Ministry  instructions. 


5.  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream. 


Premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  and/or  storage  and  sale  of 
Ice  Cream  have  received  close  attention  during  the  year.  Samples  were 
taken  from  manufacturers  and  retailers  in  the  District,  also  from 
retailers  whose  supplies  were  obtained  from  establishments  outside  the 
District.  The  vehicles  and  equipment  of  itinerant  ioe-cream  vendors  were 
given  special  attention.

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REFUSE  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION  MB  DISPOSAL 


The  Council  has  at  present  six  mechanically-operated  vehicles 
available  for  the  collection  of  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse,  with 
trailers  attached  to  the  vehicles  for  the  collection  of  salvage. 

The  disposal  of  all  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse  is  by 
controlled  tipping  at  the  Council's  Tip  situate  in  Linney  Road, 
Bramhall.  This  is  the  site  of  the  disused  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  Tip  is  constantly  inspected  for  likely  infestation  by  rats,  flies 
and  crickets. 

Tipping  at  Jacksons  Lane  ceased  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the 
land  was  handed  back  to  the  owner. 

Labour  difficulties  still  present  a problem,  but  as  these 
difficulties  are  common  to  most  Districts  it  is  futile  to  remark 
further  upon  them. 

During  the  year,  proceedings  were  instituted  against  two  Rag  and 
Bone  Dealers  for  offering  articles  to  children  in  exchange  for  rags. 
Convictions  were  obtained  in  both  cases,  the  dealers  being  fined  £5 
and  £2  respectively. 

The  Council's  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  dustbins  throughout 
the  District,  commenced  in  January  1950,  continued  to  operate  during 
the  year,  and  up  to  31st  March,  1954?  the  Council  had  supplied  3,064 
bins  to  properties  in  the  District.  A dustbin  is  supplied  to  each  new 
house  on  occupation.

ADMINISTRATION  OF  FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  and  1948, 


There  are  90  factories  with  mechanical  power  and  13  non-power 
factories  in  the  District,  all  of  which  were  inspected  during  the 
year.  The  premises  generally  have  been  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

Consequent  upon  the  great  increase  in  private  building 
development  in  the  Area,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
sanitary  accommodation  provided  for  workmen  on  building  sites. 

Of  23  sites  visited  during  the  year,  eight  had  satisfactory 
accommodation  on  the  site  or  had  made  approved  local  arrangements, 
ten  had  unsatisfactory  accommodation  and  five  had  no  accommodation. 

The  contractors  on  the  latter  15  sites  were  requested  to  provide 
suitable  accommodation  as  required  under  Sections  7 and  107  of  the 
Factories  Act,  1937?  and  by  the  early  part  of  1954  suitable 
accommodation  had  been  provided  at  ten  of  these  sites.  Conditions 
at  the  remaining  five  sites  are  receiving  the  attention  of  the 
Department. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  prescribed  particulars  required  to 
be  provided  in  accordance  with  Section  123(3)  of  the  1937  Act  with 
respect  to  matters  under  Part  I and  Part  VIII  of  the  Act  which  are 
administered  by  the  Council.

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APPENDIX 


The  following  particulars  have  been  kindly  supplied  by  the  Council's 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  (j.  Fleming  Andrew,  Esq.,  M. I.Mun. E. , ) 

In  a similar  Report  last  year,  I commented  that  the  easing  of  the 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  licensing  system  on  private  house  building 
had  resulted  in  an  increased  tempo  of  building  activity  in  the  District. 
During  1953?  that  tempo  was  accelerated  and,  compared  with  a total  of  36 
such  houses  completed  in  1952?  the  figure  for  1953  was  121,  which  is  a 
very  gratifying  sign. 

During  the  year  1953?  the  remainder  of  the  Council  Houses  on  the 
Bosden  Fold  No.  1 Estate,  numbering  18,  were  completed  and  tenanted,  and 
in  February  a start  was  made  on  the  building  work  at  Bosden  Fold  No.  2 
Scheme,  comprising  66  dwellings.  Aided  by  a very  open  Spring,  an 
excellent  Summer,  and  an  almost  phenomenal  "Indian  summer"  lasting  into 
November,  plus  excellent  organisation  by  the  Contractor,  the  contract 
made  such  good  progress  that  the  whole  scheme,  including  the  completion 
of  the  road  works,  was  finished  and  in  occupation  before  Christmas. 

Negotiations  have  been  in  progress  with  the  owner  of  an  area  of 
land  for  development  as  a housing  estate  which  will  permit  the  extension 
of  Hazelwood  Road  in  a southerly  direction  and  which  will  accommodate 
between  80  and  90  houses.  In  addition  to  providing  a site  for  housing, 
it  will  enable  the  much-n.eeded  link  from  Torkington  Road  to  Bosden  Fold 
Road  to  be  brought  nearer  achievement. 

The  surface  water  sewerage  contract  in  the  Tenement  Lane/Handley 
Road  area  was  satisfactorily  completed  during  the  year,  and  following  upon 
this  the  Council  resolved  to  make  up  parts  of  Handley  Road,  Earle  Road 
and  Abingdon  Road.  Notices  of  Provisional  Apportionment  were  served  but 
as  a number  of  objections  were  received  from  frontagers,  the  work  is  not 
yet  capable  of  being  put  out  to  Tender. 

There  has  been  no  relaxation  in  the  attitude  of  the  Treasury  towards 
expenditure  on  Private  Street  Works,  and  as  a result  the  gain  on  the  number 
of  such  streets  requiring  making-up  is  woefully  slow.  Fortunately,  however, 
in  conjunction  with  the  resurgence  of  private  development  to  which  I have 
already  referred,  and  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  New  Streets  Act, 

1951?  there  has  been  a more  ready  acceptance  by  estate  developers  of  the 
facilities  which  the  Council  are  prepared  to  offer  for  Agreements  under 
Section  I46  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875?  for  the  making  up  of  streets 
by  developers.  A number  of  such  Agreements  were  completed  during  the  year 
and  the  streets  are  being  made  up  by  the  developers  to  the  Council's 
specification  whilst  development  is  proceeding,  and  will  thereafter  be 
adopted.  There  will,  therefore,  be  very  little  back-log  of  unmade  streets 
arising  out  of  the  new  development,  and  the  amount  the  Treasury  permits  us 
to  expend  on  Private  Street  Works  can  be  wholly  devoted  to  the  roads  of 
earlier  development.

During  the  year,  part  of  Chatsworth  Road,  400  yards  in  length,  was  made 
up  and  the  making-up  of  the  continuation  of  this  road  is  the  subject  of  one 
of  the  Agreements  mentioned  above. 

The  general  sewerage  systems  of  the  District  functioned  satis- 
factorily during  the  year  and  no  flooding  due  to  inadequacy  of  the  sewer 
capacity  falls  to  be  recorded.  The  soil  sewer  in  Haddon  Road  became 
blocked  and  occasioned  some  concern,  but  after  a day  and  a night  of  pumping 
from  the  manhole,  the  level  of  sewage  was  reduced  sufficiently  for  the 
obstruction  to  be  cleared. 

In  Bramhall  Park  Road  and  Ladybridge  Road  there  were  cases  of  small 
collapses  in  the  surface  water  sewers  with  consequent  road  subsidence  and 
these  were  expeditiously  dealt  with. 

In  spite  of  sustained  pressure  at  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  not  much  further  progress  was  made  with  the  scheme  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  Sewage  Purification  Works  at  Bongs  Valley  and  the  best 
we  are  led  to  hope  for  is  a possibility  of  authority  to  get  on  with  the 
work  in  1954*  The  additional  discharge  from  the  new  development  and  the 
increasing  consumption  of  water  over  the  District  makes  itself  apparent  at 
the  Works  in  the  increasing  volume  of  discharge.  The  increased  velocity 
through  the  tanks  reduces  the  sedimentation  rate  and  this  in  turn  affects 
the  filters  and  leads  to  "-Donding,,  and  a deterioration  of  the  quality  of 
the  effluent  which 

Many  Authorities  have  been  finding  that  the  increasing  use  of 
synthetic  detergents  has  created  undesirable  changes  in  the  functioning  of 
their  Purification  Works  with  results  which  are  not  viewed  with  complacency 
by  the  affected  Authorities.  So  far  as  our  Works  are  concerned,  the  problem 
has  not  caused  any  concern,  and  though  on  occasions  "frothing"  shows  on  the 
final  outlet  channel  it  is  of  small  amount  and  there  would  appear  to  be  no 
interference  with  the  normal  bacterial  process.
